On border dispute 

Sino-Indian talks begin 


NEW DELHI. May 17 (Agencies) — 
Qnmnnnnisr Chinese and Indian officials met 
here Monday for a first round of talks aimed 
at seeking a solution to the long-standing 
border jlispute between the two countries. 

After an hour-long discussion, an Indian 
spokesman said lour working groups dealing 
with culture, trade and economic affairs, sci- 
ence and technology and the border issue 
would meet again separately. The border 
problem was considered crucial to the 
development of Sino-Indian relations, the 
spokesman added. 

However, he refused to give details of 
Monday’s meeting, saying only that it was 
cordial and the officials would meet again 
Tuesday. He also said a detailed briefing on 
the discussions would be held at the end of 
the talks May 21. 

The 11 -member Chinese delegation was 
led by Foreign .Ministry adviser Fu Hao and 
the Indian ride by Foreign Secretary Eric 
Gonsalves. The spokesman said the two 
delegation leaders were not included in the 


working groups but would be available for 
consultations. 

Shortly’ before Monday’s meeting, police 
rounded up about 200 demonstrators in front 
of the Foreign Ministry, venue of the meet- 
ing. The demontrators marched under the 
banner of “Himalaya Bacchao Saromelan" 

. (Save Himalaya Association), a militant 
Hindu organization which demands the 
inclusion of a Tibetan representative in the 
Indian delegation and the “liberation" of 
Tibet from China. 

The talks are scheduled to conclude Fri- 
day. The main dispute was over parts of the 
4;000-kms-long Indo-Chinese border, that 
was altered in 1 962 when thousands of Chin- 
ese troops poured through the Himalayan 
.passes into the plains of northeast India in the 
Kashmir region. India now demands that 
China withdraw from 37,000 square kms of 
territory occupied during the brief but bitter 
1962 war. India also maintains that China 
wrongfully claims another 234,000 square 
kms in northeast India. 


NATO states back U.S. call 
for deep nuclear arms cuts 


LUXEMBOURG, May 17 (R) — NATO 
governments Monday backed U.S. call for 
deep nuclear arms cuts and said the West 
must always be ready for a dialogue with the 
Soviet Union. 

Foreign ministers of the 15-nation West-’ 
era defense alliance, opening a twice-yeariy 
conference, lined up solidly behind U.S. pro- 
posals to reduce superpower strategic warh- 
ead stocks by one-third, NATO sources said. 
They also supported a proposal by President 
Reagan that U.S.-Soviet Strategic Arms 
Talks, broken off three years ago, should be 
restarted next month, an offer not accepted 
by Moscow. 

The NATO ministers were expected to 
approve a West German plan for additional 
informal alliance meetings to guard against 
misunderstandings developing between the 
United States and its West European allies. 
U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
will meet at a month-long U.N. special sess- 
ion- on disarmament starting in New York 
June. 7. Western sources said. 

American officials said such a meeting was 
being discussed but had not so far been sche- 
duled. The plan was disclosed after a breakf- 
ast talk between Haig and West German For- 
eign Minister Hans -Dietrich Genscher. 

President Reagan had originally hoped to 
meet Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev at 
the U.N. session but Monday's disclosure ind- 
icated that Gromyko intended to make the 
trip instead. Brezhnev has proposed a summit 
with Reagan in Europe in the autumn. 

A meeting between Haig and Gromyko 
would be their second this year. They last met 
in Geneva in January. U.S. proposals on stra- 
tegic arms, announced by Reagan last week, 
were warmly welcomed by Genscher, British 
Foreign Secretary Francis Pym, Canadian

LONDON. May 17 (Agencies) — Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher Monday cast 
doubt on Argentina’s willingness to reach a 
negotiated solution to the Falklands crisis, 
warning that Britain would “have to use 
force” if Buenos Aires did not withdraw its 
troops from the South Atlantic archipelago. 

The statement came as the British cabinet, 
presided by Mrs. Thatcher, convened in spec- 
ial session here Monday, official sources said. 
“We have gone as far as we can," Mrs. Thatc- , 
her said in an interview on Independent 
Radio. 

“ If the Argentines had wanted a peaceful 
settlement they would have taken more steps 
than they have done. I have seen no signs that 
they have done this in the last six weeks." the 
prime minister said. 

Asked whether the current round of talks 
at the United Nations would be the last cha- 
nce for a negotiated settlement, Mrs. Thatc- 
her replied. “I think it may be. After all we 
have been negotiating now for six weeks. 1 
have looked at six sets of proposals.” 

Expressing pessimism on the outcome of 
the U.N. talks, mediated by Secretary Gene- 
ral Javier Perez de Cuellar, she-charged that 
the Argentines “did not want a peaceful sett- 
lement. They not only fired the first shot, they 
are responsible for the invasion. 

Mrs. Thatcher added that the U.N. talks, 
attended by British U.N. ambassador Sir 
Anthony Parsons who returned to New York 
Monday after two days of consultations in 
Britain, so far*; have got nowhere”. 

If the Argentines had really cared to withd- 
raw, and obey the Security Council resolut- 
ion, we should have seen something by now.” 


Meanwhile, Secretary -General Javier 
PeTez de Cuellar said Monday his initiative to 
bring peace between Argentina and Britain 
had entered its “final stage.” 

He set a noon appointment with British 
U.N. ambassador Sir Anthony Parsons, just 
returned from a weekend trip home for cons- 
ultations with Prime Minister Margaret That- 
cher* s war cabinet. 

A follow-up meeting was planned with 
Argentine Deputy Foreign Minister Enrique 
Res. 

Asked if he expected final proposals from 
the two sides, Perez de Cuellar replied: “I 
should not say final, but 1 expect some com- 
ments from them. 1 think really we are in the 
final stage of our exercise." 

By the end of the day. “1 shall be able to tell 
you something a little more interesting,” he 
told reporters.

iminate attacks by the British task force foll- 
owing air strikes on two freighters. 

The military high command said British 
Harrier jets set one freighter ablaze and 
damaged another Sunday preventing food, 
medical and fuel supplies reaching islanders. 

“Our forces will take the relevant measu- 
res to protect the legitimate rights of the pop- 
ulation affected by the indiscriminate attacks 
of the British task force, the communique 
said. 

The high command said British planes att- 
acked the 8.482-ton Rio Carrorona, which 
was set on fire, and the Bahia Buen Suceso in 
the channel between the two main Falkland 
Islands. 

The Bahia Buen Suceso was involved in the 
incident that triggered the Falklands crisis in 
March. It transported 40 Argentine scrap 
metal workers who landed in South Georgia, 
a British dependency administered from the 
Falklands, and raised the Argentine flag 
there. 

Defense M inister Amadeo Frugoli accused 
Britain of pursuing a two-faced policy. 
“While diplomatic negotiations are intensif- 
ied, Britain steps up its military action,” he 
said in a radio interview. 

In London, a correspondent of Independ- 
ent Television news reported a “red alert" 


called Monday 3boaTd the Hermes, the flags- 
hip of the British task force, was canceled 
after Argentine planes turned back. 

TV correspondent Michael Nicholson on 
board the aircraft carrier said in a 1 200 GMT 
report that the Hermes * crew was at “action 
stations" on “red alert” after the ship's radar 
spotted Argentine planes heading toward the 
Hermes from the west. 

The Defense Ministry, meanwhile, said 
later that it had just made contact with the 
force and that it had no information on opera- 
tions carried out Mondav.

Kaunda vows to shun Israel 


BAGHDAD, May 1 7 (Agencies) — Zam- 
bian President Kenneth Kaunda arrived here 
Monday from Kuwait after pledging that as a 
matter of principle, his country would not 
restore relations with Israel. 

Kaunda made the promise in a television 
interview Sunday night after talks with the 
oiler of Kuwait, Sheikh Jaber Al-Ahmad 
Al-Sabah. Sheikh laber had asked him to 
work with orher African countries to maint- 
ain the African boycott of Israel, official sou- 
rces said. 

In his television interview. Kaunda said 
Zambia severed relations with Israel in 1973 
“not because you as our brothers and friends 
requested it. We broke off as a principle bec- 


ause Israel occupies Arab lands. It occupies 
Jerusalem. Israel says it will never allow the 
Palestinians to have a state of their own. This 
is an impossible situation and unacceptable to 
us as a principle." The president refused to 
comment on Zaire's action. 

In Beirut Sunday, the Palestine Liberation 
Organization called for a p3n-Arab boycott 
of Zaire in retaliation for its decision to res- 
ume diplomatic relations with Israel and 
open a Zairian embassy in occupied Jerusa- 
lem. The Palestine news agency Wafa, said 
this call was made in a statement Sunday 
night by Yasser Abed Rabbu, chief of the 
PLO's information department. 


Sidon shops, schools remain closed 


SIDON, May 17 (R) — Shops, schools and 
businesses remained closed Monday as resid- 
ents of this South Lebanese port went on 
strike in protest against fierce gunbattles 
Sunday between a local nationalist group and 
Palestinian commandos. 

Six persons were killed and 13 injured in 
the battles between the Popular Nasserite 
Organization, a Sidon-based nationalist 
group and Palestinians. Rocket-propelled 
grenades and artillery shells used in the fight- 
ing set fire to 60 shops and buildings, causing 
damage estimated at millions of dollars. 


Tension remained high as merchants rem- 
oved whatever they could salvage from their 
devastated shops. Civil defense units warned 
that more buildings hit by shellfire Sunday 
might collapse, state-run Beirut radio said. 

The dashes started when Palestinian gunmen 
stormed the house of a leader of the Popular 
Nasserite Organization Saturday night and 
killed him along with four other persons in 
the house. A senior Palestinian official said 
the attack was in retaliation for the killing of a 
Palestinian at a Nasserite roadblock Friday. 


French envoy returns to Syria 


PARIS. May 1 7 (AP) — The French amb- 
assador to Syria returned to Damascus Mon- 
day more than three weeks after he was recal- 
led and two Syrian diplomats were expelled 
from France, the external affairs ministry 
said. 

France pulled Ambassador Henri Servan 
out of Syria for consulations April 2z after a 
bomb exploded outside an anti-Syrian Arab- 
language newspaper. Al Watan Al Arabi, in 
central" Paris. One woman was killed and 


dozens of other people were injured. 

Syria retaliated by expelling two French 
diplomats and recalling its envoy to Paris. 
French officials gave no reason for Servans 
return to his overseas post. AlWatanAl Arabi 
' "publisher ‘WaTieTAbou Zahr was quoted 
Monday as saying he had evidence three Syr- 
ian agents carried out the bombing after aba- 
ndoning pla’ns to dynamite' French state radio 
headquarters in Paris.

Time magazine commissioned the Pori Ins- 
titute in Tel Aviv to conduct the poll In conj- 
unction with sociologists from Hebrew Univ- 
ersity. According to the poll. 98 percent of 
the residents favored the creation of a Palest- 
inian state. Eighty-six percent said they wan- 
ted a Palestinian srate run solely by rhe PLO. 
Fifty percent believed PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat should lead the Palestinians. 

Time said interviewing for the poll was 
done in Arabic by about 40 Palestinians who 
talked to 441 persons living in 58 West Bank 
towns and refugee camps between April 4 
and 15. 

This was a period of growing uprising, with 
residents angry over Israel's dismissal of sev- 
eral West Bank mayors. Then on April 1 1, a 
U.S.-born Israeli reservist went on a shooting 
rampage in occupied Jerusalem’s Al Aqsa 
and Omar mosques. 

Asked which country had been most help- 
ful to the Palestinian cause, 95.5 percent

named the Soviet Union, compared with 0.5 
percent choosing the United States. Among 
Arab stales. 33 percent preferred Syria. 

Asked about peace between Israel and the 
Palestinians, 70 percent said it would never 
happen, while 25 percent said it would hap- 
pen some day. Seventy percent said there, 
were no Israelis they could trust. 

Time said that when Israeli authorities lea- 
rned of the poll, they said it violated a law and 
two regulations which applied to the West 
Bank. One polltaker was arrested as a mem- 
ber of a “ Palestinian Arab group" and some 
of his data was seized. Time said. This data 
was not used to tabulate results. It said it 
showed the completed results to the Israeli 
government, which decided not to prosecute 

Time. 

In another development, a bomb exploded 
Monday at a Jerusalem bus stop and another 
bomb went off at a soldiers' hitchhiking post 
near the occupied West Bank town of Jeri- 
cho. police and military sources said. There 
were no injuries in either incident, the sour- 
ces said. 

Also, two firebombs were thrown at a mili- 
tary vehicle on the eastern outskirts of Jerusa- 
lem. the military said.

j The decision by the Gulf foreign ministers who have 
i been meeting in Kuwait to postpone their endeavors 
: until the end of this month, when they are due to meet 
s again in Riyadh, is extremely wise given the particularly 
dangerous issue on the agenda. This is that of the Gulf 
war between Iraq and Iran, especially the crucial phase it 
appears to be entering. 

The Gulf foreign ministers had to decide first on the 
scale they wished their political and diplomatic efforts to 
take. The choice here was between confining the issue to 
the regional scale, or that of the Arab world at large. The 
decision, in the. end, was in favor of the larger scale, 
hence the postponement of the meeting pending further 
wider consultation with Arab states. 

It could be argued, on the one hand, that this was the 
more difficult choice, given the state of present inter- 
Arab relations. But, on the other hand, the nature of the 
conflict and the vast implications it carries for the future 
of the area as a whole, make it necessary for the Arab 
world to develop a coherent view regarding a settlement. 

If the task of formulating a united outlook is difficult, 
this is not to say that one ought to take a pessimistic view 
of the attempt. For a measure of agreement on the issue 
already obtains among the members of the Gulf Coope- 
ration Council, who are to act together, organizing a 
meeting of Arab foreign ministers. Such a meeting 
would serve as a first step toward reaching an Arab 
consensus over a solution which, as Prince Saud AJ- 
Faisal said, ensures “the satisfaction of all sides.”

Polls to test 
Mrs. Gandhi’s 


popularity 


NEW DELHI — 

Tirelessly lambasting Communists and other pol- 
itical opponents, Indian Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi is conducting a vigorous election campaign 
in four states with a combined population of more 
than 100 million. The elections for state assemblies 
in four of the country’s 22 states, as well as by- 
elections for seven central parliamentary constitue- 
ncies. are regarded here as a mid-term test of Mrs. 
Gandhf s popularity. She was swept into power in 
January 1980 for a five-year term. 

Her Congress (I) is the ruling party in two states 
facing elections, Haryana and Himachal Pradesh. 
In the other two, Kerala and West Bengal, she faces 
tough Communist opposition. Win or. lose, Mrs. 
Gandhi will retain her commanding national parli- 
amentary majority as well as control over all but 
three of the remaining states. 

But the result could indicate whether her ruling 
party is still a coherent force or suffering, as some 
critics allege, from an excess of infighting. 

it is also likely to demonstrate that national opp- 
osition to Mrs. Gandhi is largely fragmented, even 
though a Marxist-led front is favored to beat her 
challenge in West Bengal and put up a strong fight 
in Kerala. 

The Congress ( I) trump card is undoubtedly Mrs. 
Gandhi herself, a fact demonstrated by her personal 
whirlwind campaigning almost from one end of the 
country to the other. 

She draws vast crowd and seldom fails to hit the 
headlines with catchy remarks, particularly against 
the Marxists. Despite the severe grief she suffered 
when her son Sanjay died in a plane crash nearly 
two years ago, the 64-year-old prime minister app- 
ears to have lost nothing in energy and political 
drive. 

A recent widely publicized split with Sanjay’ s 
young widow, Maneka Gandhi, has failed to have 
any political impact and the prime minister’s posit- 
ion has been strengthened by the failure of the 
various non-Communisr opposition groups to 
unite. 

However, the mini general election, scheduled 
for May 19, may trigger a few political upheave Is if 
cunent developments are any indication. 

For one thing, opposition parties are getting nos- 
talgic. Analysts point to the statement of Janata 
Party leader Chandra Shekhar, who has called for a 
“revival of the 1977 spirit.” It was in 1977 that all 
the opposition parties bad united to give a crushing 
blow to Mrs. Gandhi's emergency regime. Clearly, 
the country wanted a change of government. And 
the Janata stepped in to meet that need. 

But now political observers doubt whether, the 
political wind is again blowing in favor of opposition 
parties to jolt Mrs. Gandhi from her high pedestal 
of power. 

Several emotionally-charged statements were 
'made at the recent Chandigarh convention of three 
opposition parties — Janata, a faction of the Lok 
Dal and the Congress (S). And confidently, Shek- 
har waxed optimistic about reviving the 1977 spirit 
to topple Mrs. Gandhi and her style of “authoritar- 
ian government.” 

However, political analysts doubt if Shekhar’s 
claim is going to materialize. The opposition part- 
ies, they point out, are just a rag-tag arrangement. 
The Lok Dal faction, which had earlier broken 
away from the aging Charan Singh, made a drama- 
tic turnabout and went back to the fold. The end 
result is that the opposition is now divided into 
several factions. One is the Janata Party backed by 
Congress (S); the other is the Bharatiya Janata 
Party led by former Janata Foreign Minister Atal 
Behari Vajpayee; and the third is Congress (S), 
headed by Shared Pawar. 

Former Prime Minister Morarji Desai is a loner. 
He did not attend the unity convention at Chandig- 
arh and instead raved and ranted against Singh and 
other opposition leaders. 

One of the curious aspects of the Indian political 
scene which bewilder many observers is that none 
of the aging leaders seems to retire from politics. 
Singh, in his late 70s, has just staked his claim to the 
prime ministership. And Desai is still talking about 
it as if the job is around the come r.(R-Depthnews) 


Netherlands 
set for political 

wrangling

THE HAGUE — 

After a year with a virtually paralyzed governm- 
ent. the Netherlands now faces months 
of political infighting until elections expected in the 
autumn. The break-up last week of the three-party, 
center-left coalition government has left the Dutch 
without a policy to deal with some serious economic 
problems, particularly soaring unemployment and a 
huge government financing deficit. 

Bur although immediate prospects appear glo- 
omy, many Dutch commentators, as well as financi- 
ers and businessmen, now see signs that a more 
effective and successful government may rise from 
the wreckage of the one that fell apart last Wednes- 
day. 

“We may seem to have reached the nadir, but in 
fact there are more grounds for optimism now than 
for some time.” one banker said at the weekend. 

The chief reason why the business community, at 
least, is hopeful is that opinion polls show elections 
are likely to produce a center-right coalition with a 
clear majority. This businessmen believe, would be 
more likely than any other government to tackle 
Dutch pro 6 ferns energetically. 

The impact of such a government would also be 
likely to stretch beyond Dutch frontiers because it 
might well accept the placing of Cruise nuclear miss- 
iles on Dutch soil. This would be a major boost to 
NATO’s strategy of dealing with Moscow but a 
defeat for the blossoming European peace movem- 
ent. 


In the meantime, however, there will be months 
of political interregnum and most Dutch are conce- 
rned about whether an interim coalition can be put 
together to take some effective decisions on the 
more pressing problems. The answer is only likely 
to emerge after days of talks. 

The old coalition of Christian De mocrats (CDA), 
Democrats-66 and Labor broke up when Labor 
ministers resigned in opposition to the other two 
parties* plans for spending cuts. The government 
was formed in September, last year and was the 
product of four months of agonized, on-off negotia- 
tions after elections in May. 

In its brief, troubled life, the coalition could make 
little impact. Along the way, an ambitious job creat- 
ion scheme, major changes in social security law 
and other plans had to be scrapped or drastically 
modified because of internal wrangling. (R) 



The politics of Argentina’ s junta

Argentina's military junta, the supreme power in 
the land, is a triumvirate in which the parts are 
greater than the whole. Each of the three service 
commanders plays his own game in the junta, with 
objectives that are not always indentical. Unanim- 
ity is required on all major decisions. It is a system 
that makes individual intransigence more reward- 
ing than collective flexibility. 

The greatest part of the junta is, of course, the 
army, whose commander-in-chief, Lt.-Gen. Leopo- 
Ido Fortunato GaltLeri, doubles in brass as junta 
member and president of the republic, which means 
that he runs the administration. But the president is 
elected by, and serves at the pleasure of, the junta, 
so Galderfs real power depends on retaining the 
command and confidence of the army’s 45 generals. . 

This is GaJtierf s political constituency, just as the 
other two junta members. Admiral Jorge Isaac 
Anaya and Brig. Basilio La mi Dozo, hold their jobs 
by satisfying the ambitions, emotions and stratag- 
ems of the navy and air force. 

From this it follows that Galtieri is not a personal- 
isric dictator, in the “strong man” tradition of more 
primitive Latin American regimes of force. He 
wears the blue-and-white presidential sash, signs 
decrees, but in Argentina’s division of power he is 
only one of the key players. 

This complicates the always difficult cask of nego- 
tiating with the Argentine government, as U.S. Sec- 
retary of State Alexander Haig discovered in his 
failure to pressure the junta to adopt a more flexible 
position on the Falklands dispute. 

The three services insist on being part of such 
negotiations with theirown representatives at every 
stage, in order to keep their commander-in-chief 
informed independently. When the hour of decision 
comes at the junta level.it is enough for one 
commander-in-chief to dig in his heels on any point 
at issue for flexibility to go out of the widnow. 

According to well-informed sources in Buenos 
Aires, it is Admiral Anaya who has taken the most 
intransigent line in the junta. He told Haig to his 
face that the navy considered him “pro-British.” By 
contrast, Galtieri, whose personal sentiments are 
pro-American, took a much softer line in a meeting 
of generals, attributing Haig's defense of Margaret 
Thatcher’s stability in office to “American intere- 
sts.” 

There is also abundant evidence that the invasion 
of the Falklands was the product of long-range pla- 
nning by the admirals, for whom projection of Arg- 
entine power into the South. Atlantic is the prime 
justification for a large, modem navy. . 

A year ago, when Lt.-Gen. Roberto Viola, an 
army moderate, was in the presidency, the navy was 
already exerting pressure on the junta to adopt a 
time-limit for negotiations with Britain on the Falk- 
lands, along with a plan to invade if the stalemate 
continued. 

. When Galtieri eased out Viola, his old friend, and 
took over the presidency, Anaya had a more recept- .• 
iv$ ear for the Falklands operation. Galtieri iSr by 


temperament, an activist. He also has political amb- 
itions, and the idea that the armed forces could 
achieve a high level of popularity by seizing the 
islands also sounded to Galtieri like a personal opp- 
ortunity to extend his tenure as commander-in- 
chief cum president beyond his mandatory retirem- 
’ ent next year. 

The extent to which this had become an active 
prospect in the minds of Argentina’s small, but 
militarily influential nationalist intelligentsia can be 
measured from the words of Adolfo Silenzia de 
Stagni, a geo-strategist, in a book entitled 77r*A/e/v - 
inas and Petroleum, published last December, just 
as Galtieri became president. 

“Since time is running out, and we have the reso- 
lve to recover the islands before 3 January 1 983 — 
when Great Britain plans to celebrate the 150th 
anniversary of the occupation — there is no other 
way than to demand that the members of the milit- 
ary junta assume their historic responsibility to occ- 
upy the Malvinas. From that moment, they will 
receive without reticence the solidarity of Argenti- 
nes of every ideology.” 

. Galtieri mentioned recovery of the Malvinas in 
his inaugural speech, but his main concern seemed 
to be economic recovery. Argentina ended last year 
with an annual inflation of 1 30 percent. Unemplo- 
yment was rising as many private companies went, 
into bankruptcy. A new minister of economy, Rob- 
erto Alemann, proposed a plan to reduce governm- 
ent deficits, equal to 4 percent of Argentina’s gross 
national product, by cutting down on spending, inc- 
luding the military. 

Galtieri supported this, but Anaya raised the roof 
in the junta when Alemann tried to postpone inves- 
tment by the navy in a submarine construction pro- 
gram with West German technical assistance. The 
navy argument was that Argentina’s security needs 
in the South Atlantic, because of the Beagle Chan- 
nel dispute with Chile and the Falklands problem, 
were more important than economies. 

Although There is no conclusive evidence, there is 
strong suspicion that the navy concocted the flag- 
raising incident on South Georgia, where an Argen- 
tine civilian salvage party went ashore to dismantle 
an abandoned whaling station. The British reaction, 
sending Marines to remove the offending flag, pla- 
yed into the navy’s hands, providing the spark for 
demands by the Argentinepress (led byConviedon, 
a newspaper run by the navy) that the junta redress 
the “national offense.”. This was all too neat to be 
an accident, and ft pushed the Argentine junta in 
the direction the navy wanted. 

The Argentine navy has borne the brunt of the 
losses suffered atthe hands of the British fleet. With 
a submarine and a cruiser sunk, and over 300 sea- 
men and marines killed, the navy is the most blood- 
ied of the three services. But it is also the proudest 
in the public eye. 

There is evidence new that Galtieri wants to neg- 
otiate. The Peru vian initiative that sought to restore 
contacts between Argentina and Haig, through the 
good offices of President Fernando Belaunde 
Terry, began after the Peruvian president had conf- 


erred directly with Galtieri by telephone. But this 
opening was almost closed by the sinking of the 
Argentine cruiser. General Belgrano, after which a 
junta communique rebuffed the Peruvian initiative 
— temporarily, as it turned out. Despite rhe navy’s 
hard line, Galtieri sent two trusted emissaries to 
Lima and the contact was resumed. 

The Peruvians are among the strongest support- 
ers of Argentina in Latin America, but Belaunde is 
a peace-maker. The Peruvian proposal favored the 
involvement of the secretary-general of the United 
Nations in a ceasefire and disengagement effort. 
But the great sticking-point remains, on the Argent- 
ine side, the insistence that the sovereignty issue is 
dealt with as the number one priority, and within a 
specified period. (ONS)

The British Medical Association called for 
a reduction in lead in the environment, 
Italian scientists reported that 30 percent of 
lead in the body was traceable to petrol, and 
ne w u.S. findings show that lead levels have 
fallen by more than a third since the advent of 
deleaded fuel. 

The government officially maintains that 
10 percent of body lead comes from petrol, 
and that there is no evidence that levels of up 
to 35 micrograms per decilitre impair per- 
formance. However Yule and Lansdown's 
results come from children with levels of bet-

ween 13 and 32 microgams per decilitre. 

The doctors, from the Institute ol 
Psychiatry and Great Ormond Street Hospi- 
tal. London, have re-examined the lob 
schoolchildren from south-east London 
w hose lead levels they tested as pan of an 
EEC survey. 

They told the symposium, organised by the 
Clear Charitable Trust, an offshoot ol the 
Campaign for Lead-Free Air. that l y percent 
of children in the 13-32 bracket were overac- 
tive. compared with 4.y percent of those with 
less lead in their bodies. 

Measured with a series of personality and 
behavior tests, the children in the higher lead 
bracket were also more restless, easily dis- 
tracted in class, more likely to daydream, and 
generally functioned less well at school. 

Their findings on IQ ratings had important 
implications for the whole of society, they 
said. 

They matched those uf professor Herbert 
Needleman, who pioneered research on lead 
in the United States. He told the symposium 
that a small difference in lead content could 
increase a child's risk ol intellectual impair- 
ment by a factor of four. At the top of the 10 
ranee, it could prevent one child in 20 from 


achieving what he called "superior function- 
ing.” 

Professor Neddleman. from the Children's 
Hospital. Pittsburgh, said children from inner 
cities with higher lead levels had lower verbal 
IQ's, full scale IQ's, and reaction times. They 
came out worse on teachers' behavior ratings 
and there appeared to be differences in brain 
waves. 

He supported a call for mass screening of 
children — at 50 cents for a flngerprick test it 
would be very cost effective, he argued, and 
he added "the case against lead is more solid 
Ilian for any other neurotoxin. If society is not 
going to act on it. ! question whether society 
will act on any other toxin.” 

The effects of lead may be irreversible, said 
Dr. Ellen Silbcrgeld former head of the 
Neurotoxin Section of the U.S. National 
Institute of Health. Lead gets inside nerve 
cells and cannot be renewed, she told the 
symposium. Children exposed to lead in their 
firsi two years arc likely to suffer most. That 
is the period of maximum brain growth, so 
the severity of any encounter with a toxin 
will, in the long term, be magnified. 

The evidence suggests there is no_ threshold 
for the toxic effect of lead, she warned.

Dear Dr. Steincrohm My trouble is pain in my legs when walking. I 
ran walk about a block or two and suddenly have to stop and rest 
because the pain is so distressing. 

My family doctor believes I’m having some obstruction to blood- 
flow in my legs. I am 56 and otherwise healthy. He insists that I quit 
smoking, because this aggravates the condition. 

He caflsft atherosclerosis in tfae arteries. ITI need special X-ray tests 
of my legs. Can you explain? - Mr. H. 

Dear Mr. Bj Your symptoms are called “intermittent claudicat- 
ion." The usual cause is atherosclerosis in the leg arteries. The pain 
comes on because the exertion requires more oxygen — which the 
arteries can’t supply because blood is blocked off. 

Your doctor is right: better quit smoking immediately, otherwise 
you won’t improve. 

As fervour question about special X rays, conventional angiogra- 
phy uses contrast material. It is injected directly into an artery which 
makes it visible to X ray. 

Pictures are taken as this material flows through the artery. Somet- 
imes the injection is painful and difficult. It requires hospitalization 
and staying overnight. 

I've just been reading of a newer method reported in "Radiology 
News Digest" by Radiologists Gerald D. Pond, M.D. and associates 
at the University of Arizona Health Sciences Center. It's called 
"digital subtraction angiography." 

In this procedure, the contrast material is injected directly into a 
vein. X rays are taken. But. the study of the arteries is enhanced by 
use of computers. It does not require hospitalization.

East- West tensions hurt ‘think tank’

VIENNA (APj — The chili in East-West 
relations has struck sharply at a major intern- 
ational think tank that was bom in the age of 
detente. 

The International Institute for Applied 
Systems Analysis was founded with a promise 
of cooperation among scientists from both 
major power blocs. Now. tarnished by a spy 
scandal, hit with a cutoff in United States 
support and facing a possible British withdr- 
awal. the IIASA is retrenching and rethink- 
ing its priorities. 

Institute officials privately say that many of 
their problems stem from the current political 
climate. They say Washington suspects that 
joint East-West ventures pass on Western 
technological know-how to the Soviet Union. 

Founded 1 0 years ago in a spirit of cooper- 
ation. the 17-nation center became a major 
East- West data exchange venture. 

But the administration of U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan announced recently a cutoff 
in the U.S.'s $2 J million contribution to the 
institute, which amounts to nearly 25 percent 
of the organization's budget. 

“Given the mood in Washington, I should 


have expected this,” said one West European 
staff member who asked not to be named. 
“But of course it still was a surprise." 

Officials say they expect the institute's U.S. 
member, the National Academy of Sciences, 
to withdraw, and they acknowledge that the 
British are considering a similar move. 

William Sandover, the British embassy’s 
liaison for Vienna-based international organ- 
izations, said recently his government would 
make a decision soon, in addition. Great Bri- 
tain and West Germany have registered 
complaints about the quality of scientific res- 
earch in the organization. 

But officials say the institute will survive its 
current troubles, and become stronger and 
more focused in the process. 

“There is a rather rigorous screening proc- 
ess going on now.” said spokesman Peter Sch- 
lifke. “But the institute will not cease to 
exist.” 

Housed in a sprawling and stately former 
Hapsburg hunting lodge outside of Vienna, 
the institute is a computef-based organizat- 
ion that conducts research with both “hard” 
and social sciences. 

With a pool of more than 1 00 scientists, the 
center specializes in the use of mathmaiicnl 
models to study long-range global problems 


such as environmental and agricultural iss- 
ues. 

Officials have acknowledged that the flow 
of computer information at the institute is 
mostly West to East, but add that Eastern 
scientists have provided much environmental 
and other data never publicly released elsew- 
here. 

But the center's reputation was tarnished 
last year when press reports charged that the 
institute's former Soviet secretary. Arkady 
Belozerov, was involved in a spy scandal unf- 
olding in Norway. 

In an effort to decrease their dependency- 
on the prevailing political climate, institute 
officials are trying to broaden their support, 
encouraging some Third World members to 
join. 

The institute also says it is searching for 
private support in the United Stales to repl- 
ace the cutoff of government money. 

Meanwhile, the center's management is 
planning a budget cut of at least 30 percent 
next year, to be achieved by streamlining res- 
earch projects and preparing for staff cuts. 

“It’s a mixed atmosphere here now.” said 
one official. "People know the cutbacks can 
hurt them, but they also believe the place will 
survive.’’

Nazi hiring probe urged in U.S. \S dentists sight rare sunspot 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (Agencies) — 
Democratic. Representative Barney Frank 
has called for a congressional investigation 
into reports that said State Department offi- 
cials secretly smuggled hundreds of Nazi war 
criminals into the United States in exchange 
for Soviet intelligence information. 

The Nazi recruitment operation “is the 
most appalling mixture of moral insensitivity 
and incompetence 1 have seen,” said Frank, a 
member of the House Subcommittee on 
Investigations. 

Frank said Sunday that he was informed of 
the clandestine program by John Loft us, a 
former prosecutor with the Justice Depart- 
ment's office of special investigation, the unit 
responsible for ferreting out war criminals. 

Loft us described the smuggling program, 
run by tbe State Department's office of policy 
coordination, in rhe CBS program “Sixty 


Minutes" on Sunday. 

More than 300 Nazi war criminals still live 
in the . -United States and some of them work 
for tbe government, Loftus said. 

The FBI, the Army, the State Department 
were all involved in enlisting Nazi help to spy 
on the. Soviets in exchange for American citi- 
zenship and jobs, Loftus said. 

Even though Presidents Franklin 
Roosevelt and Harry Truman barred entry to 
war criminals, and President Jimmy Carter 
declared in 1980 that any Nazi war criminal 
who had got into the country should be 
rooted out, CBS said many former Nazis 
were still living in the United States. 

Loftus, now a lawyer in Boston, said he 
concentrated on one area of Byelorussia, a 
Soviet republic which was occupied by the 
Germans, to find out how many officials 
appointed by tbe Nazis went to the Untied 


{Americans favor N- freeze

NEW YORK, May 17 (AFP) — ‘ ' Most 
Americans favor a freeze in U.S. and Soviet ■ 
production of nuclear weapons, but in the 
absence of a formal agreement almost as 
many people want the U.S. nuclear prog- 
ram to continue. 

A. poll by the Associated Press news 
agency and the National Broadcasting Cor- 
poration (NBC) of 1,599 persons revealed 
that 83 percent of Americans want a freeze 
in nuclear weapons. Only 14 percent disag- 
reed, and 3 percent expressed no opinion. 

But 74 percent of the respondents said it 
is more important or very important that 
the United States continues to produce as 
many nuclear weapons as the Soviet Union, 
ywith 21 percent against and 3 percent indif- 


ferent. 

Only 14 percent thought the United States 
should unilaterally disarm. But 50 percent 
agreed that the United States should disarm 
if the Soviet Union also did so at the same 
time. Twenty-eight percent of the respon- 
dents were opposed to any kind of disar- 
mament 

Sixty-nine percent (bought the chances of 
nulcear war would increase if Washington 
agreed to unilateral disarmament. Eleven 
percent said it would make no difference.. 

Three-quarters of the respondents 
thought that a “ limited” nuclear attack 
would lead to a worldwide conflict, while 2 7 
percent disagreed, eight percent had no 
opinion. * J 


U.N. conference on apartheid opens 


BRUSSELS, May 1 7 (AP) — A three-day 
United Nations conference on women and 
apartheid opened in Brussels Monday. Orga- 
nized by the U.N. Special Committee on 
Apartheid, it is aimed at promoting “ the 
struggle of women of South Africa and Nam- 
ibia and assistance to them and their national 
liberation movements.” 

The organizers say that black women are 
double victims of apartheid, first as women, 
secondly as blacks. 

The conference opened with testimonies 
from black and white women from South Afr- 
ica, Namibia and Angola who spoke on alle- . 
ged arbitrary arrests and mistreatments by 
South Africans. 


Tbe conference was prepared by a mission 
which visited Angola, Zambia and Tanzania. 

The mission recommended to mobilize public 
opinion, especially through the Western 
press, on the plight of refugees, particularly 
women, children and old people from South 
Africa and Namibia and Angolan displaced 
persons. 

It also aimed at “exposing the South Afri- 
can strategy of destabilizing the front-line 
states (Angola, Zambia, Tanzania) in order 
to weaken the rear bases of the national libe- 
ration movements” and find means to secure 
international assistance for the liberation 
movements. 


Cosmonauts reactivating Salyut-7 station 


MOSCOW, May 1 7 (AP) — . Soviet cosm- 
onauts, in the third full day of their flight 
aboard the Safyut-7 space station, were 

"corapleting the reactivation of tbe'systtf ms,’* 
Radio Moscow reported Monday. 

Tbe English-language "broadcast said 
CMDR Anatoly Berezovoy and flight engin- 
eer Valentin Lebedev "are feeling well and 


say that weightlessness brought them no new 
surprises.” 

The two were launched into space last Thu- 
rsday aboard a Soyuz T -$ launch vehicle and 
docked with the orbiting Safyut -7, 26 hours 
later. The station was launched April 20 and 
is expected to carry a French-Soviet team late 
next month. 


States after the war. 

Loftus said the investigation found that 
“the entire Nazi government of Byelorussia 
— the president, the vice presidents, cabinet 
ministers, governors and mayors, police 
chiefs were all living in America." He alleged 
that the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
army intelligence and State Department were 
aware of this; and m fact “recruited them 
because they were Nazis". 

Asked if 'any were still in the United States, 
Loftus replied: “I would say that at a conser- 
vative estimate there are more than 300 
Byelorussian Nazis in America today." He 
said they were U.S. citizens, and some were 
still working for the U.S. government. 

CBS correspondent Mike Wallace alleged 
that some were working for Radio Free 
Europe and Radio Liberty, U.S.-funded 
radio stations which beam broadcasts at 
Eastern Europe. 

Loftus said the Byelorussian Nazis were 
recruited because U.S. officials believed they 
could be used in a secret army operating 
behind the Iron Curtain, to carry out assassi- 
nations and start a civil war. Bui he said the 
venture proved a failure because “every one of 
their operations had been penetrated by the 
Soviets.” 

Wallace said that two Soviet agents, ex- 
Nazi Heinz Felfe of West German intellig- 
ence and British agent Kim Philby, helped 
convince U.S. officials of the value of the 
former Nazis. 

Loftus said that one former Nazi who 
worked for Radio Liberty and became a U.S. 
citizen was Stanislau Stankevitch, who 
implemented German orders to kill eveiy 
Jew in Byelorussia. He said his office drew up 
a case against Stankevitch, including confes- 
sions and admissions of his Nazi past. But 
Stankevitch, who was living in New York city, 
died before the case could come to trial. 

Loftus said his investigations were ham- 
pered by the U.S. Army, which he said denied 
having any files on the people he wanted to 
track down. However, his own checks of 
army intelligence records turned up several 
such files. 

He said the army had deleted many docu- 
ments showing how the government had 
helped former Nazis to enter the country, 
adding “of the 10 dossiers I looked at, three 
have letters evidencing government assis- 
tance in entering the United States." 

Patient killed by lions 

LIEGE. Belgium, May 1 7 (R) — A woman 
psychiatric patient was killed and a nurse ser- 
iously injured by lions in a safari park near 
here Saturday night, police said. 

The lions pounced on the two women when 
a footbridge they were crossing collapsed, 
throwing them into an area where the animals 
were roaming free. The patient was dead on 
arrival at hospital. The nurse was severely 
mauled and her left leg was severed and carr- 
ied off by a lion. 


WASHINGTON, May 17 ( AP) — Scien- 
tists routinely surveying the sun have sigh- 
ted a giant, pinwheel-shaped sunspot, the 
first time such a phenomenon has been seen 
in visible light, the National Science Found- 
ation announced Sunday. 

The foundation said astronomers at its 
Kitt Peak National Observatory in Arizona 
first saw the unprecedented sunspot on Feb. 
29 and that it held its unusual shape for 
several days. 

“1 have been observing for over 30 years 
and I’ve never seen anything like this bef- 
ore,” said Dr. William Livingston, a Kitt 
Peak astronomer. “It was a real curiosity, a 
rare thing." 

Sunspots are dark, relatively cool areas 
visible on the surface of the sun". Temperat- 
ures of the spo^ can be as low as 7,000 degr- 
ees Fahrenheit, compared with about 


11,000 degrees for the rest of the surface. 
They are caused by concentrated lines of 
the sun’s magnetic field poking through the 
surface. Some scientists think their appear- 
ance may have connections to the earth's 
weather.* 

Sunspots, which appear in photographs 
as irregularly shaped dark holes, average 
about 6,000 miles 19,655 kms) in diameter. 
Large ones often measure 20.000 miles 
(32.1 kms) across. 

The spiral sunspot, sighted and photogr- 
aphed by the vacuum solar telescope atop 
Kin Peak, was approximately 50,000 miles 
(80.465, kms) across, more than six times 
the diameter of the earth. 

Livingston said scientists were concerned 
for a time that the sunspot, shaped like a 
spiral galaxy such as the Milky Way. might 
develop solar flares. But none occurred, j 


Gunfire exchange takes place 
in Korean demilitarized zone 


SEOUL, May 17 (AP) — A sharp 
exchange of gunfire took place Monday in the 
demilitarized zone dividing South and" North 
Korea after a South Korean patrol deronated 
an old land mine, a United Nations Com- 
mand spokesman said. 

One South Korean was reported to have 
been killed and another wounded from the 
explosion of the mine, tbe spokesman said. 
No casualties were reported on the U.N. side 
in the exchange of fire that followed. 

The spokesman said a civil police patrol 
was carrying out a routine check inside the 
demilitarized zone when it accidentally set off 
the mine that was believed to have been left 
there since the 1950-53 Korean War. After 
the explosion, he said, five North Korean 
guard posts opened fire against four U.N. 


Command positions. He said the U.N. Com- 
mand troops returned fire in self-defense and 
the exchange went on for as long as 10 
minutes. The U.N. Command later protested 
what it called the indiscriminate shooting by 
the North. 

The so-called civil police patrols were set 
up by the 1953 armistice agreement that 
ended the fighting in the Korean War. They 
are made up of South Korean military per- 
sonnel rather than civil police. 

One account said the North Koreans 
opened fire when the South Korean troops 
were attempting to evacuate their casualties 
from the explosion of the land mine. The 
incident took place on the central sector of 
the demilitarized zone north of Chorwon. 


Photojournalist conquers mountain 


KATMANDU. May 17 (AFP) — A 
three-man expedition led by Reinhold Mess- 
ncr, a mountaineer and photojournalist from 
the Kalian south Tyrol, has reached the sum- 
mit of Mount Kanchanjunga, the world's 
third highest mountain. 

Messner, accompanied by alpine guide 
Gottfried Mutschlehner and Sherpa Ang 
Dorji, successully climbed the north face of 
the 8,598-meter Himalayan mountain on 
May 8 according to the Nepalese Tourist 


Ministry. The three mountaineers, who did 
not use oxygen during their ascent, took nine 
and a half hours in their bid for the summit 
from (heir final camp at 8.000 meters (24,000 
ft). They spent 25 minutes on the summit 
before returning to camo. 

Meanwhile, a five- man French expedition 
from the Pyrenees abandoned an attempt to 
reach the summit of Mount Fang. 7,647 met- 
ers, because of bad weather conditions, the 
ministrv said.

"If we were going to make any drastic cha- 
nge it would have been done before,” said 
one official, referring to long-term U.S. pres- 
sure on Japan to remove 22 of its remaining 
agricultural import quotas. 

The United States has maintained that 
these quotas, particularly on beef and oran- 
ges of which American farmers are keen to 
export more, are contrary to international 
trade practices. But even U.S. officials admit 
their negotiating position has been weakened 
by President Reagan's decision to impose 
import quotas on sugar. 

Koinhi Kato, chairman of the ruling Libe- 
ral Democratic Party’s (LDP's) agriculture 
committee, said concessions on agricultural 
import quotas would be worth no more than 
$700 million to U.S. exporters, compared to 
a total deficit of $18 billion last year in U.S. 
trade with Japan. 


NICOSIA, May 17 (AFP) — Iraq has cha- 
rged Syria with violating an agreement on 
transit rights through the Kirkuk -Bani as — 
Tripoli oil pipeline, the Middle East Economic 
Survey (MEES) has reported here. 

The weekly journal said Iraq, in a compla- 
int before the arbitration board of the Organ- 
ization of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC), demanded cancellation of Syria's 
April 10 decision to stop pumping oil to Ban- 
ias (Syria) and Tripoli (Lebanon). 

The complaint also demanded adherence 
to the transit agreement, compensation for 
damages and payment for crude oil “confisc- 
ated” by Syrian authorities, the MEES 
said. 

The agreement on movement of Iraqi oO 
through Syria stipulates that conflicts be sett- 
led by OPEC 5 nine-member arbitration 
board. The board's jurisdiction is optional, 
and both sides must submit to its mediation. 
But once they agree, the board's decision is 
final and binding. 

The MEES report did not say whether the 
Syrian-Iraqi pact included a blanket arbitrat- 
ion agreement, or whether that was to be 
decided on an ad hoc basis. 

OPEC ministers are scheduled to meet in 
Ecuador on Thursday where Iraq may raise 
the issue of Syria's breaching agreement and 
blocking the oil flow through its territory. 


LONDON, May 17 (AFP)— The Interna- 
tional Tin Council has decided to empower 
the buffer stock manager to borrow funds up 
to the equivalent of 3,000 tons of tin as an 
interim measure (about 21 million pounds), 
pending a further meeting of the council in 
London on Tuesday May 25, a council spoke- 
sman said Monday. 

The market showed little immediate react- 
ion, trading lightly at 7205 and 7210 pounds 
a metric ton, little changed Friday's levels. 

Further disargeement between consumer 
members led by the European Economic 
Community, and the producers, at Friday’s 
council meeting and the need“to consult with 
their capitals,” as one delegate put it, has 
necessitated this further delay in making a 
decision on what is to be done to push prices 
back up to profitable levels. 

The matter is further complicated by the 
closeness of the end of the current agreement 
(June 30) and the fact that the new pact has 
not got die support it needs to get off the 
ground. 

Quite a number of countries, members of 
this fifth five-year agreement, have not yet 
joined including the United States (the 
world's biggest consumer, accounting for 
nearly 30 percent of tbe world's consumpt- 
ion), the Soviet bloc (apart from Poland, 
which signed recently) and Bolivia (a major 
producer). 

The complication arises when these countr- 
ies ask for their contributions to be returned, 
which could be a long protracted affair. In 
addition, delegates are said to be unhappy 


about seeing such a massive carryover into 
the new agreement, which could amount to at 
least 45,000 tons (worth 450 million pounds, 
or $810 million) involving various credit arr- 
angements in addition to members' funds. 
The buffer stock at the moment is reckoned 
to hold between 35^000 and 40.000 tons. 

Of course, m the event of there being no 
sixth agreement, an issue to be discussed in 
Geneva in June by the United Nations Conf- 
erence on Trade and Development (UNC- 
TAD), then the whole fund will have to be 
liquidated. 

A special buffer stock committee meet in 
London Tuesday to dismiss the whole prob- 
lem and its recommendations will be forwar- 
ded to council. „ . . 

The mam worry is the endless dram on 
buffer funds. Some dealers estimated that 
1 ,000 tons of tin a week is being bought by 
Pieter de Koning, the buffer manager, in 
Penang alone. Support buying operations 
have also been evident of late in London, 
although not on such a large scale. 

Failure to arrange sufficient funds to buy 
up the surplus metal off the market will mean 
the current bad market situation, with prices 
below operating costs of many producers, will 
deteriorate even further, and do irreparable 
damage to the mining industry, delegates 

warned. _ 

Current market levels are some 1800 pou- 
nds below the all time high touched in Febru- 
ary, but the chartist and the newly established 
computer-orientated dealers are poised to 
sell, according to market sources, creating 
even more pressure on the buffer stock. 


Bonn may slam door on ‘swing’ facility 
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BONN, May 17 (R) — A diplomatic 
game between West and East Germany is 
nearing its climax. 

At stake for Bonn is the entry charge 
which West Germans must pay when visit- 
ing the East in the form of a minimum amo- 
unt of currency to be exchanged each day. 

At stake for East Berlin is an 850 million 
mark ($375 million) interest-free loan facil- 
ity' each year to buy West German goods. 

The ‘swing’ facility, as officials call it, exp- 
ires June 30 and Bonn may be reluctant to 
renew the arrangement unless East German 
authorities lower the minimum currency 
requirement. 

The inter-German tussle began when 
East Berlin more than doubled the currency 
requirement for visitors from the West to 25 
marks ($11) per person per day in October. 
1980. 

Cheaper rate for West Berliners, children 
and old-age pensioners were abolished. The 
drastic increase almost halved the number 
of West Germans visiting the East last year. 

Though the Communist leadership used 
economic arguments to justify the rise. 
Western officials were convinced the main 
reason was to curb visits by Westerners and . - 
^thereby prevent any spread of Polish-type 


free trade union ideas and accompanying 
unrest. 

Bonn branded the move a serious setback 
for inter-German ties and declared it could 
not accept the increase -But West Germany’s 
leverage over East Berlin is limited and the 
government acknowledged reluctantly that 
the currency requirement was a sovereign 
decision for East Germany. 

The 'swing' was due to expire at the end 
of 1981. But when Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt met Communist leader Erich Hon- 
ecker in East Germany last Dec. 12, he 
agreed to a temporary six-month extension. 

Bonn Economics Minister Otto Lambsd- 
orff said then there was a ‘ political - 
psychological connection' between prolon- 
ging the credit and achieving a reduction of 
the currency requirement, though Bonn off- 
icials stressed there was no formal linkage. 

Government sources say Schmidt left 
East Germany with the impression that his 
strong words on tbe currency exchange que- 
stion had not fallen on deaf ears. 

But as the 'swing' deadline approaches 
with no sign of East German concessions. 
West Germany is playing down the connect- 
ion with the- credit line. ‘The ministers dp 
not believe the swing is an appropriate 


lever,' government spokesman Klaus Boell- 
iog said. 

West German officials say the issue has 
divided both the Bonn and Hast Berlin lea- 
derships. They believe Honecker would like 
to make a gesture on the exchange require- 
ment but is being blocked by potitburo har- 
dliners. 

The officials say this camp is led by Defe- 
nse Minister Gen. Heinz Hoffmann and 
state security chief Erich Mielke, who are 
still worried about Poland and fear a possi- 
ble new contamination from the anti- . 
nuclear West German peace movement. 

East German officials in Bonn confirmed i 
privately there were differences of opinion | 
about tbe currency requirement and said a 
cut before June 30 was extremely unlikely. 
But they did say other humanitarian gestu- 
res by East Berlin were possible. That lea- 
ves Bonn with the problem of what to do 
about tbe ’swing. 7

income state 

JAKARTA, May 1 7 (R) — Indonesia has 
weathered the world recession successfully 
and has become a middle income country for 
the first time, according tt> the World Bank. 

Despite a balance of payments deficit of 
$2.5 billion in 1981/82, the Indonesian 
economy had performed remarkably well in 
the past year, the Trank said in a confidential 
report supplied to a group of Western aid 
donor countries over the weekend. 

"GNP (gross national product) per person 
rose to $520 in 1981, thereby placing 
Indonesia firmly in the ranks of the middle 
income countries for the first time,” it said. 

The report said Indonesia was one of the 
few oil-exporting developing countries which 
had developed its non-oil economy to the 
point where economy was not immediately 
threatened by the weakening of the oil mar- 
ket. 

French firm bags 
India phone deal 

PARIS, May 17 (AP) — The French telec- 
ommunications firm Cit-AIcatel said Mon- 
day it has won a 3.2 billion franc ($530 mill- 
ion) contract to extend and modernize India's 
telephone system. 

Cit-AJcatel, a subsidiary of the recently 
nationalized Cie Generate cTEIectridte 
(CGE) group, won the contract over bids 
from the U.S. giant AT&T, NEC of Japan 
and British Telecom. The company said the 
contract was to supply its £ 10 electronic 
telephone exchanges, transfer its E 10 techn- 
ology and modernize the Indian telecommun- 
ications industry. 

Cit- Alcatel will install E 1 0 exchanges with 
a total capacity of 200.000 lines to satisfy 
India's immediate needs and set up a factory 
with a capacity of 500,000 E 10 lines annua- 
lly. The French firm also will modernize a 
factory making electronic components in 
Tamil Nadu province. 

The French offer of relatively cheap finance 
ing was believed to have tipped the scales in 
their favor. France is understood to have pro- 
vided buyers' credits at an average interest 
rate of 7.5 percent, a move likely to elicit 
protests from the United States. The contract 
gives Cir-Alcarel an edge for a second telec- 
ommunications contract to be handed out by 
Indian officials next March. 
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Sequel to Falklands crisis 

Banks wary to aid L. America 


NE W YORK, May 1 7 (R) — The Falkland 
Islands crisis has made many banks wary of 
lending to Latin American borrowers and has 
accentuated a trend toward tougher terms on 
loans xo the region, senior bankers said here- 

Officials of leading U.S. banks said Euro- 
pean banks have been markedly more cauti- 
ous about committing themselves to Latin 
American loans since the crisis erupted with 
Argentina's seizure of the islands from Bri- 
tain on April 2. 

U.S. bankers stressed they themselves do 
not view Latin America as a single bloc. Their 
main concern is that Argentina, the region's 
third largest borrower after BrazD and Mex- 
ico, might soon have trouble servicing its 
debt. 

U.S. banks are owed someS9 billion of 
Argentina's S3S billion external debt. Argen- 
tina, whose assets in the UJK. have been fro- 
zen, continues to meet payment commit- 
ments to all but British banks, and says it is 
paying its share into an escrow account in 
New York. 

But the efforts of Economy Minister 
Roberto Alemann to restore the country s 
economic health are likely to be damaged by 
military spending and an EEC ban on imports 
from Argentina. Alemann is scheduled to 
meet bankers here Monday. 

The realization that, a country with debts 
larger than Poland’s might have payment 
problems has focused the attention of top 
bank officials on the whole Latin American 
region at a time when its demand For funds is 
especially high. 

Early in May, Mexico announced it was 
seeking a loan of up to S2.S billion. The next 
day. bankers here discussed a request from 
Venezuela for a loan of some $2 billion. Many 
smaller loans, are also being sought 

Although a number of recently signed 
loans were increased from previously plan- 


ned amounts, U.S. bankers said smaller 
banks, especially in Europe, are being 
increasingly reserved in their responses to 
new suggestions. 

“The less sophisticated the bank, the more 
likely it is to generalize the Falklands prob- 
lem into the whole of Latin America” said 
one U.S. banker. Another added; “In the 
case of Europe, even the biggest banks are 
very cautious 

Bankers said they were not referring only 
to British banks. Standard Chartered Bank 
Ltd. withdrew from one recent Venezuelan 
loan. 

Caution has been most evident in discus- 


sions of loans to countries which are or have 
been allies of Argentina, bankers said, adding 
that Venezuela's request and that of the 
Peruvian state ' agency Cofide for a S320 mil- 
lion loan have received a hesitant response. 

Peruvian officials were questioned about 
the country's role in the Falkland Islands dis- 
pute in a meeting with bankers here last Fri- 
day. They said Peru was acting only as a 
mediator in the dispute, bankers said. 

The view of Latin America as a bloc and 
the reduction of available lenders has com- 
bined with heavy borrowing demand to 
intensify a trend toward tighter loan terms. 


EEC curbs vital , U.K. says 


LUXEMBOURG, May 17 (AFP) — Brit- 
ain considers that failure Monday by the EEC 
to extend its month-old economic sanctions 
against Argentina would hamper the search 
for a negotiated Falklands settlement, an 
authoritative British source said here. 

Argentina should get a “signal” from 
Luxembourg in the form of renewed sancti- 
ons, the source said. 

On many crucial points the EEC commiss- 
ion's suggestions Sunday on cutting Britain's 
EEC budget contribution “does to meet the 
arrangements of the May 30, 1980 agreem- 
ent. These provide for a ceiling, adjustable 
upward from 800 million European Currency 
Units in the case of 1982, for the British 
reduction figure. 

The British source said agreement seemed 
as hard to reach as with the previous formu- 
las, if not harder. Britain's refusal to accept 
various compromises on the budget question 
is holding np application of the farm prices 
fixed for the current agricultural year. 


If this refusal is maintained Monday night 
when the 10 ministers meet, it is widely fea- 
red that new problems will arise over the 
British demand for renewed sanctions. Last 
month the EEC set a month-long embargo on 
Argentine imports after the invasion of the 
Falklands. 

The sanctions expire at 2200 GMT Mon- 
day and British officials said they could wait 
. no longer. 

British Foreign Secretary Francis Pyra has 
asked for the matter to be taken first on the 
agenda. On Sunday, to the surprise of the 
foreign secretary, the nine other EEC countr- 
ies decided to discuss the budget and farm 
prices first.

JEDDAH, May 17 — The dollar eased 
back slightly over Monday trading with the 
British pound and German mark regaining 
lost ground, in the money markets. 
Eurodollar deoosit rates were also slightly 
easier by bciween U16 to percent in most 
tenors and European dealers were anxi- 
ously awaiting to see if the trend will con- 
tinue in New York on Monday night. 

In the meantime the three-month 
medium term Eurodollar deposit rate was 
traded at 14% to 14U. percent levels and 
the one-vear deposit rate at 14 7/16 — 14 
9/16 peraent. The shorter deposits con- 
tinued to fell back sharply and ihe one- 
month rate fell to 14 7/16 percent at one 
stage. 

As for the local markets, riyal deposit 
rates had a quiet day Monday with the flat 
yield curves of the past few days continuing. 
Activity was concentrated in the shorter 
tenors and dealers also expected riyal rares 
to come down this week. 

in the bullion markets, gold and silver 
were stable to firmer Monday but trading 
was thin and dealers were still cautious 
about forecasting any meaningful J trend for 
the next few weeks. Gold traded at S338 
levels in London, with little difference over 
Friday night New York closing rates. Silver, 
however, was firmer by about 10 cents to 
reach 56.7 5 on Monday compared with 
6.65 on Friday. 

The Monday exchange markets did not 
reveal any major surprises, with the Euro- 
pean dealers reacting to the weekend Fri- 
day closing trends established in New York. 
The lower than expected rise in the U.S. 


money supply figures as well as the continu- 
ing sluggishness of U.S. industrial produc- 
tion figures helped to pull the dollar down 
on the exchanges. The German mark 
gained more than 100 points to trade at 
2.2910 levels while the French franc went 
up to 5.9S60 levels from Friday's 6.0310 
prices. 

The Swiss france still affected by interest 
rate cuts and traded unchanged at 1.93SO 
levels but the British pound was resilient at 
1.8290 levels with dealers pointing to firm 
demand for sterling despite the increased 
frequency of armed clashes in the South 
Atlantic.

Lewis claims magnificent double in UCLA 


LOS ANGELES, California. May 17 
(AFP) — Carl Lewis, who Sunday ran the 
third fastest 100 meters ever at Modesto, 
Monday jumped the third farthest ever at an 
athletics meet at the UCLA (University of 
California) Drake Stadium here. 

' The 20-year-old Lewis leaped an amazing 
8.61 meters. Only Bob Beamon, with the 
assistance of Mexico City’s altitude, and 
Lewis himself have jumped farther.

* soared an incredible 8.90-rn in 1968, while 
the Alabama-born Lewis achieved 8.72-m — 
flie best ever at sea-level — at last year's 
United States Championships. 

On Saturday in Modesto. Lewis, a Univers- 
ity of Houston student, who was brought up 
in Willingboro, New Jersey, ran the 100 met- 
ers in 10-sec dead — something he did in 
April last year. Only world record holder 
Jimmines (9.95-sec) and Cuba’s Silvio Leon- 
ard (9.98-sec) have run faster — and both did 
it at altutide. Lewis’ younger sister, Carol: 
also won the women’s long jump with 6.66- 
m. 

While Banks triple jumped a pace-setting 


17.36 meters — better than anybody else so 
far this year. Britain’s 22 year-old Adrian 
Royle, from Manchester, won the two mQes 
in "a fast time of 8 min 24.58 sec, while 
Kenya's Sam Koskei, studying at the South- 
ern Methodist University in Texas, sped to a 
1 min 44.93 victory in the 800 meters. 

Last November the unheralded Royle, 
now studying at Nevada, created a surprise by 
beating marathon world record holder Albe- 
rto Salazar in the United States Cross Coun- 
tiy Championships.

The bidding:

Opening lead — king of clubs. 

The aim of an elimination 
play is to compel a defender — 
when he is thrust into the lead 
later on in the play — to make 
a return that costs him a trick. 
For example, take this case 
where South is in four spades 
and West leads the K-Q-A of 
clubs, declarer ruffing the 
third dub. 

South now leads the trump 
queen. West playing the five. 
It would be wrong to finesse, 
considering West's three club 
bid, because West would have 
opened one club, not three, 


had he held the guarded king 
of spades and A-K-Q-10-8-3 of 
clubs. 

So South goes up with the 
ace, hoping to catch the 
singleton king or establish an 
endplay position against East 
later on. After East plays his 
six of spades cm the ace. South 
cashes the A-K of diamonds, 
eliminating that suit, and puts 
East on lead with a trump. 

East is now endplayed. If he 
returns a diamond. South ruffs 
in his hand, discarding the 
heart nine from dummy. A 
heart finesse brings home the 
contract later on. If East in- 
stead returns a heart at trick 
eight. South follows low, win- 
rung the trick in dummy, and 
takes a second heart finesse to 
make the contract. 

Note that if South takes the 
trump finesse at trick four he 
goes down one. East wins with 
the king, returns a trump, and 
East-West score a heart trick 
eventually, assuming they de- 
fend correctly. 

Oddly enough, the contract 
can be defeated if East makes 
the extraordinary play of ruff- 
ing the ace of clubs with the 
king of spades and returns a 
trump or a diamond. Declarer 
is helpless against this method 
of defense. 

It just goes to show that it 
sometimes pays to trump 
partner’s trick. The trick is to 
know when to do it.

Blanco claims poll win

LONDON, May 17 (Agencies) — Presid- 
ent Francois Mitterrand Monday reaffirmed 
French support for Britain in the Falklands 
conflict with Argentina during talks with 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher, French 
officials said. 

British officials welcomed the French sta- 
nce. “France is extremely supportive of our 
position over the Falklands,” a spokesman 
for Mrs. Thatcher said.

U.S. sailor 
killed in 
Puerto Rico 

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, May 17 (AP) — 
Anti-Navy extremists claimed responsibility 
Monday for the murder of one U.S. Navy 
sailor and the wounding of three others in the 
bloodiest attack on U.S. military men here in 
over two years. 

A San Juan radio station said a man who 
called Monday morning said, “ pay attention. 
Sunday* s attack was carried out by the Pro- 
Liberation of Vieques Group, against the 
navy practices in Vieques." He then hung up, 
the station said. 

Gunmen shot four sailors from the USS 
Pensacola early Sunday morning as the 
sailors, wearing civilian clothes, walked back 
to the ship at San Juan pier. The Pensacola was 
in the Caribbean taking part in Ocean Ven- 
ture 82, massive war games that included 
bombardment practice and an amphibious 
landing on Vieques, a small island off Puerto 
Rico's east coast. 

The island has been the scene in the past of 
demonstrations by protesters who want the 
navy to halt its operations there. There was 
no interference with the Ocean Venture 82 
maneuvers, which began April 27 and ended 
Monday with the departure of the ships 
involved. 

A federal official, who asked that his name 
not be used, said the group which took 
responsibility for the attack had not been 
heard from before. But authorities said they 
were taking the group seriously. 

Petty officer 3rd class Darryl T. Phillips, 
22, was killed. Petty officer 3rd class Larry S. 
Skowronski. 21, petty officer 3rd class Ran- 
dell L. Keyte. 23, and seaman Avohony L. 
Phaneuf. 20, were wounded, the navy said. 
Skowronski, wounded in the abdomen, was 
reported in stable condition. A navy spokes- 
man said the other two were in stable condi- 
tion with guarded prognoses. 

It was the bloodiest attack on U.S. military 
personnel in Puerto Rico since pro- 
independence terrorists attacked a navy bus 
in December 1979, killing two sailors and 
wounding 10 others. 

The same extremist organization that 
claimed responsibility for that attack acknow- 
ledged shooting at reserve officers a few 
months later and claimed it had destroyed 
nine jet fighters worth $45 million belonging 
to the Puerto Rico Air National Guard last 
year. 

The FBI. the naval investigative service 
and the Puerto Rican police were all inves- 
tigating the shooting. 


ion to the European Economic Community 
(EEC) budget. British officials said there had 
been a frank exchance of views on the budget 
issue but no real progress. 

Britain has caused a major community cri- 
sis and upset France by vetoing an agreement 
on farm prices until it gets a big cut in its net 
contribution to the EEC budget. On Sunday 
the other nine EEC countries offered Britain 
an SS00 million rebate on its 1982 budget 
payments. Officials said Monday that Britain 
was still holding out for a long-term reform of 
the budget system. 

Also present at the talks, which included a 
working lunch, was French Prime Minister 
Pierre Mauroy. The meeting lasted 90 minu- 
tes longer than scheduled. Mitterrand arrived 
in Britain Monday morning. Mauroy was in 
Scotland over the weekend. 

Mitterrand* s visit here was the last in a tour 
of capitals of the seven major industrialized 
nations due to take part in the Versailles eco- 
nomic summit next month. The others are the 
United States, West Germany, Italy, Japan 
and Canada. 

France has been one of Britain's strongest 
backers in the Falklands crisis, banning arms 
supplies to Buenos Aires the day after Argen- 
tina seized the disputed British colony last 
month. At the weekend Mrs. Thatcher than- 
ked President Mitterrand for telephoning her 
that same day to express his support. “I shall 
□ever forget that quick and timely gesture.” 
she told a meeting on Franco-Britisb cooper- 
ation in Edinburgh. 

But France is also bitterly critical of Brit- 
ain's demands for reform of the EEC budget 
and its refusal to agree to increases in farm 
prices until it gets a refund on its budget 
contributions. 

Last week in West Germany Mitterrand 
made a thinly veiled attack on Britain for 
blocking agreement. Without mentioning it 
by name he said the EEC would not survive if* 
countries constantly claimed vital interests to 
veto agreements. The issue of form prices was 
raised in Brussels Monday while in Luxemb- 
ourg EEC foreign ministers met to discuss 
Britain's budget payments and to decide whe- 
ther to renew trade sanctions against Argent- 
ina, due to expire Monday night. 


MOSCOW, May 17 (AF^V^wsTdent 
Leonid Brezhnev is widely expeefed-w jeply*' 
Tuesday to U.S. President Ronald Reagan's 
nuclear arms reduction proposals, at the ope- 
ning of a confe rence of the Comm unist Youth 
League. No speech has been announced, but 
four years ago at the last congress of the 
league, which represents 40 million young 
Soviets, the president made an important 
address. 

Brezhnev is expected to reiterate recent 
Soviet statements that, while the Kremlin has 
repeatedly suggested a Soviet-U.S. summit, it 
is not looking for a dialogue at any price. The 
government news agency Tass last week impl- 
icitly rejected Reagan's proposals for massive 
nuclear arsenal reductions and new strategic 
arms talks charging that they aimed only at 
“securing a unilateral advantage over the 
Soviet Union”. 

Tass added that the proposals could not 
form a basis for negotiations as they were 
only window dressing for “unchanged militar- 
ist projects" . Brezhnev is not expected here 
to announce any new thinking, but to develop 
this point of view. 

The congress, attended by 5,000 Soviet 
delegates and 230 foreigners, wBl provide 
four days* insight into the current trend in the 
Soviet Union. Observers here are anxious to 
see what guidelines are being put to Soviet 
youth at a time of serious economic difficult- 
ies and amid revelations of corruption and 
charges of growing political laxity. 

Foreign observers here also see the confer- 
ence as a possible occasion to judge the state 
of the 75-year-old Soviet president’s health. 
One Western diplomat remarked that Brez- 
hnev’s condition would “weigh increasingly 
heavily on international relations”. 

Meanwhile, Moscow repeated its desire for 
a summit meeting between President Leonid 
Brezhnev and U.S. President Ronald Rea- 
gan. A joint Soviet-Carabodian statement 
published Sunday at the end of Cambodian 
Foreign Minister Hun Sen's official visit to 
Moscow called for a “constructive dialogue 
and trust between nations." 


Dutch coalition talks begin 


THE HAGUE, May 1 7 (R) — A mediator 
appointed by Queen Beatrix Monday began 
official talks with Dutch political parties to 
solve a government crisis following the colla- 
pse of the three-party, center-left coalition. 

Piet Steenkarap. a professor of law appoin- 
ted official mediator Friday, devoted much of 
the weekend to studying the background to 
last week's coalition breakup after the Labor 
Party walked out. 

He is likely to spend several days discussing 
options with all major parties, politicians 
said. He will present a formal plan for setting 
up a workable government only when he has 
a clear idea of their views. Steenkamp was 
given the widest possible brief by Queen Bea- 
trix and indstructed simply to solve the crisis 
as quickly as possible. But he is likely to find 
the solutions are limited. 

The generally expected outcome is a mino- 
rity government of the two remaining parties 
in the coalition, the Christian Democrats 
(CDA) and Democrats 66, paving the way 
for elections later this year. This option is the 
only one which appears near to meeting the 
main requirements of major parties.

But because each party may at first seek a 
solution which primarily suits itself and given 
the complexities and rivalries of Dutch polit- 
ics, it may be some time before Steenkamp 
presents a formal recommendation, politici- 
ans said. His suggestion would then have to 
be voted on by the individual parties invol- 
ved. in Dutch political history, many accords 
which appeared sewn up have failed at this 
stage. 

A major concern of the business and finan- 
cial community is that an effective interim 
government be formed to deal with pressing 
economic problems. The cause of the coalit- 
ion’s collapse was Labor's objections to spe- 
nding cuts sought by the CDA and Democr- 
ats 66 to curb a large government financing 
deficit. 

A CDA- Democrats 66 coalition would be 
expected to push through planned cuts of 
some 12 billion guilders ($4.5 billion) for 
1982 and 1983 with tacit support from the 
right-wing Liberal Party, now in opposition. 
But lengthy talks between the three parties 
may be needed to set up this arrangement.

BALTIMORE, Maryland, May 17 
(AP) — Residents of a tiny West African 
village where Alex Haley said he found his 
ancestral roots complain that they expec- 
ted more than they have received from the 
best-selling American author. The BaMm - 
ore Sun newspaper reported Sunday. 

However, Haley told The Baltimore Sun 
that the only promise he made to the villa- 
gers in Gambia was to help them build a 
mosque. He said he sent $6,000 for that 
purpose to an engineer in Juffure. Gam- 
bia. It' was there, according to Haley’s 
novel. Roots, that he traced the origin of 
his ancestor, Kunta Kinte, who was brou- 
ght to the United States country as a slave. 

Bakary Taial, 7S-year-old chief of Juff- 
ure, described a discussion he had with 
Haley concerning the community s small, 
half-finished cinder-block mosque, the 
Sun said. “He made a lot of promises. He 
said he wanted to give us a school, a mos- 
que or something beneficial, but he has 
not done anything," the chief complained 
through an interpreter, the Sun said. 

"My people are not angry, just disappo- 
inted,” the chief was quoted as saying 
Haley said the only thing he promised the 
villagers was a mosque. “I gave, as I rec- 
all.-.a check for $6,000”, Haley said. He 
said he thought the money would at least 
get the foundation laid for the mosque, the 
cost of which was estimated, at $20,000 to 
25,000. 

“From that day to this day, I have not 
heard anything, nothing,” Haley said. He 
added: “I would say that I have given over 
the years since Roots — I really don’t know 
how many, but appreciable thousands of 
dollars to various Gambian causes.”

S. Africa knows 
about plot-raider 

PIETERMARITZBURG, South Africa, 
May 17 (AFP) — Mercenary leader Col. 
"Mad” Mike Hoare reiterated Monday that 
the South African government and military 
were “fully aware" of plans to overthrow the 
Seychelles' government last November. At 
the trial here of the 43 mercenaries charged 
with hijacking of an Air-In dia jet from the 
Seychelles to Durban, Col Hoare said he also 
told the mercenary recruits that the govern- 
ment was aware of the plan. 

"I remember telling them not to go running 
off to the National Intelligence Service beca- 
use they knew all about it," Col. Hoare said in 
his fourth appearance in the witness box. He 
is conducting his own defense following the 
withdrawal of his lawver from the case last 
week. Col. Hoare denied that he had told 
recruits that on their return to South Africa 
none of them would face “dire consequen- 
ces.” 

But“I am. sure I would have said that if the 
operation went wrong, we were not friendless 
and our friends in high places would help us," 
Col. Hoare said. He said that none of his men 
had been aware of the last-minute plan to 
carry weapons in false-bottomed suitcases on 
board the Swazi aircraft that flew the merce- 
naries to the Seychelles. 

Col. Hoare said that although the defense 
force was given the coup plans it had not been 
gjven the dates for the operation. He said 
three methods of getting the weapons to the 
islands were considered — by ship, by yacht 
and in the false-bottomed suitcases. Brig. 
Da an Hamm on of military intelligence had 
warned him not to use the first two methods, 
Col.Hoare said.

In recent weeks, however, there were 
sporadic street clashes in which nine persons 
were killed and about 100 injured. Election 
officials predicted the turnout might 
approach 90 percentoftbe 2.6 million voters. 
People waited patiently in lines that stretch 
for blocks. In the 1978 election, the turnout 
was about 85 percent. 

The military, which four years ago tried to 
stop the vote count when Guzman started 
winning, was conspicuously absent from the 
streets of the capital. In the last four years, 
Guzman rearranged the military leadership, 
and this time the commanders pledged to 
remaip neutral. 

Jorge Blanco, said at the early morn mg 
news conference, “I will not be really presi- 
dent until next Aug. 16, at the inauguration.” 
On that date, he will begin a four-year term in 
office. Outgoing president Guzman chose not 
to run for another four-year term. 

Jorge Blanco is a . lawyer and devout' 
Catholic who pledged during his campaign to 
strengthen economic and other ties with the 
United States. On the Falklands crisis. Jorge 
Blanco has backed Argentina's claim to the 
South Atlantic archipelago, but added that 
the Falkland islands were “not worth a war”. 

He told reporters he planned to visit the 
United States and Europe before taking 
office to meet foreign leaders and tell them of 
his country's problems. “The economic.prob- 
lems we face are grave but with the supportof 
the people, as manifested in the elections, we 
can overcome them," he said. 

The Caribbean republic is suffering from 
high unemployment and inflation, current 
account balance of payments difficulties and 
a foreign debt estimated at over :S2 billion. ■
